INQUEST OX BEKISH DEATH EX- 


ONERATES HIM 
Walter E. JIurkland, whose auto- 


mobile struck and killed Andrew Be- 
kish, a child, In East Merrimack si., 
near Howe street, on Saturday, June 
24, at about 12.30 o'clock, was this 
morning found not guilty of a charge 
of manslaughter in police court and 
ordered discharged by Judge T. J. En- 
right. The dismissal of the case catuo 
as a result of the inquest finding o£ 
Judge Frederic A. Fisher, who report- 
ca that no criminal negligence was at- 
tached to Jlr, Murkland or any other 
person. 
The inquest finding concludes as fol 


lows: 


"On all th! evidence I'find that An- 


drew Bekish, a male child three an<! 
one-half years of age, who lived with 


his parents at No. 23 Howe street, in 
said Lowell, was fatally injured at 
about 12.30 o'clock on Saturday after- 
noon, Juno 24, 1916, by being run 
over by an automobile operated by 
Walter B. Murkland of said Lowell, 
and that said Andrew Bekish died in 
consequence of tho injuries 
so re- 


ceived, cither instantly at the time of 
the accident or a few moments there- 
after at SL John's hospital in said 
Lowell, where he 
was immediately 


taken. 1 further find that the death 
of said Andrew Bekish was not caused 
by the unlawful act or criminal neg- 
ligence of said Walter E. Murkland or 
of any other person or persons.

GREAT AUSTRIAN DERBY 


VIENNA, July S.—Tho great annual 


Austria Derby, the banner race of the 
sporting season for all Austria-Hun- 
gary, this year proved even more than 
the anticipated success. It far outdid 
the Derby of 1915. In general interest, 
attendance and sporting features. 


Many of the big figures in society 


and tho smart and brilliant gowns of 
peace-time 
were 
lacking, 
but 
the 


threatening weather was largely to 
blame for that. 


The Austrian race track crowd Is 


totally unlike the one-time American 
crowd. 
The nerve-racked excitement 


of the American track is lacking, and 
when the horses come thundering down 
the track—from right to left instead 
of from left to right and on sod in- 
stead of solid earth—there are seldom 
any shouts for this or that horse. 


A feature of the 
Austrian track is 


the surprising number of women who 
bet on the races. 
Thousands of them 


crowded to the partl-mutuel booths on 
Derby day, feverishly thrusting their 
ten and twenty crown bills to the cash- 
iers, and jostlingly making their w.iy 
after each race to the pay-off booths. 
The women, too, furnished a sight that 
is not common on an American track, 
for countless numbers of them strolled 
about the paddoc. or leaned against 
the rail smoking cigaret after clgaret. 
They stood about the huge announc- 
ing board with ciparets between their 
lips, program in hand, carefully and 
skilfully checking oft the numbers of 
the horses to run in the next race and 
the names of the jockeys who were 
to ride them. 


The only signs of war. if they would 


strike -even the outsider, were 
the 


gray uniforms of officers and soldiers 
who mingled with the crowd. 


The most popular favorite did not

This is the season for that peculiar

they call "Midsummer Madness." Tho 
dignity and gravity of 
the Spanish 


character Is proverbial, but with, the 
midsummer comes the carnival, tho 
hull fight and resultant riots of color, 
sound and license of all kinds. When 
the excitement is in the air, estimable 
and stately dames have been known 
to giv'e way to silly caperlnga and for 
a brief season prudence is thrown to 
tho winds. So, at least, the romancers 
Bay, ana Spain, is a fruitful mine for 
1ne romancing fraternity. 


Ea that false or true, we have our 


"own peculiar forms 
of 
midsummer 


madness and they will be much in 
evidence for the next few months. On 
the streets, along country roads for- 
merly the abode of quiet, on the 
beaches, by pond and lakeside, and at 
every summer resort large and small 
. people who through the winter show 
every indication of sanity suddenly de- 
velop a form of the dangerous disease 
often with deleterious results to them- 
selves and others. The heat of tho 
atmosphere seems to go to the brain, 
and consequently a large crop of sum- 
mer folly is sown broadcast. 


Midsummer madness, as we know it, 


is highly contagious, but the germ has 
not yet been discovered. In its milder 
form it is known as vacation fever 
and in its later stages it is often fatal. 
It leads the man at the wheel to throw 
prudence to the winds and fell over an 
embankment; 
it lures young fellows 


who cannot swim into canoes; it leads 
to rocking the boat; it makes swim- 
mers face for the open water when 
they might just as well swim along the 
shore—in a word it is responsible for 
many, If not most, of the deaths and 
tragedies, physical and moral, 
that 


happen during the vacation season. 


The cure for midsummer madness is 


found In the mind of those so sadly 
afflicted, hut it is the officer of the 
law and not tho doctor who best ad- 
ministers external remedies. 
Remem- 


bering that a great majority of the 
people remain sane even In summer, 
those who might spread the 
disease 


should be thwarted and checked lest 
we have results 
that 
would 
make 


measles, infantile paralysis and 
the 


rest of. those uncomfortable visitants 
look in comparison 
like a 
summer 


shadow. 
Beware of midsummer mad- 


ness and s.hun the victims of it if you 
would have peace of mind and sound- 
ness of limb.

don since the beginning of the war.

The new order declares it to be the 


intention of Great Britain and her al- 
lies to exercise their belligerent rights 
at sea in strict accordance with the 
law of nations. 
On account of 
tho 


changed conditions of. commerce and 
thc diversity of practice, doubts might 
arise in certain mattere as to the rules 
which the allies might regard as in 
conformity with tho law of nations, 
and for that reason certain rules of. 
procedure are outlined. 


It is also ordered that nothing in 


the ne\v regulations shall be deemed to 
a.ffcct the order in council of March 
II. 1915, for further restricting 
tho 


commerce of the enemy, or any proc- 
lamations declaring articles to be con- 
traband of war during the present hos- 
tilities; nor shall the new regulations 
affect the validity of anything done 
under the orders in council now with- 
drawn.
